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FRANCE AND THE FINANCIAL CRISIS. 

By far Ihe most abBoibing topic of conver- 
sation (luring III « past fortnight ha* been 
the financial crisis in Franco. Although no 
ono donbteil but that such an event roust 
happen sooner or later, every one was aston- 
ished at the suddenness of its arrival. 'Un- 
ban 1 harvest in Fi ance, the efl'eols of the war 
in America in stopping French trade, and 
tho coming winter, no doubt precipitated the 
catastrophe.

These conditions, which were em- 
bodied in a programme subsequently print- 
ed in Ihe Maniteur, were by no means 
remarkable for their modesty, and did not 
scruple to trench on the Emperor's own pre- 
rogatives. . M. Fould demanded the aboli- 
tion of supplementary credits, mid the 
Emperor's own power of raising money, and 
stated that tlie only remedy tor the present, 
evil was to have every credit voted by the 
Chamber. Hitherto, under the Imperial 
regime, the .Ministers have been under no 
responsibility except to the Emperor. They 
were simply the bends of departments, 
bound to carry out his orders. Instead of 
the estimates fur the public services being 
sanctioned by Ihe votes of independent 
representatives of the people, each Minister 
had, in fact, a budget of his own, and en- 
joyed the rum. .us privilege of obtaining 
additional sums by means of an Imperial 
decree. The Emperor has justified the 
vanity of the French by keeping on tool an 
immense aimv, anil by vieiug with England 
in the strength of his fleet. The taxes raised 
in Fi ance last year amounted to .£73,000,000, 
or more than "was produced by luxation in 
England, though France is a p. orer country, 
fet Ibis vast sum did not suffice to maintain 
tlie Imperial prodigality. /« sum amoiiiitii g 
:c> X'2U 000.000, oi .£30,000.000, has been 
borrowed Imin the Hank of France, or by 
appropriating the funds of public establish-
